He suffered 
another attack after writing the 
column and was rushed back to the 
hospital, where he died

Blooming Peach 
Orchards Face 
Possible Frost

southern Illinois 
peach or­ 
chards are threatened with frost 
damage if temperatures 
tonight 
fall to a possible low of 20 degrees 
predicted by the Weather Bureau 
The forecast was for 20 to 28 
degrees in .southern 
Illinois and 
Harold Hartley, secretary of the 
Illinois Fruit Council, said many 
factors would affect possible loss 
but if temperatures dropped to 20 
degrees there would be "a lot of 
damage ” 
"From here 
south, peach or­ 
chards arc 80 to IOO per cent in 
bloom," 
Hartley 
said. 
“ In 
that 
stage, the peach is extremely vul­ 
nerable. Near Metropolis, orchards 
are IOO per cent in bloom and in 
this area they are 80 to IOO per 
cent. 
At 20 degrees it would do a lot 
of damage. At 28. just below freez­ 
ing. it’s hard to say but it would 
do some damage to the extent de­ 
termined by such factors as air- 
movement, cloudiness, condition of 
the peach blooms and elevation 
of the ground ” 
He Mud peach orchards are not 
rqmppod with smudge pots or oth­ 
er devices to protect the trees from 
frost. 
However, he said he had 
heard that some orchardists plan­ 
ned to try burning barrels of oil 
for smoke 
Hartley said peach growers an­ 
ticipated a crop of one million 
bushels this year with about SOO,- 
OOO bushels going to commercial 
markets. 
Roughly 80 per cent of 
the orchards are south of Cen­ 
tralia.

control than by federal regulation 
“ I shall support state regulation 
of functions and matters which are 
primarily of local concern,” Mr 
Eisenhower said, ‘'whenever pus 
sible and when not contrary to the 
national interest." 
In passing the legislation, Con 
gress said it intended to clarify 
the authority of the Federal Pow­ 
er Commission over natural gas 
transported 
in

F PC regulation gas sold entirely 
within the boundary of a state ex en 
though the gas was purchased from 
an interstate pipeline
